Last evening there was a good deal 


of discussion on the merits of Judge 
Curlbr'a decision. The technicality on 
which the case was thrown back to the 
grand jury is not generally understood, 
lot whiek reason the JOURNAL devotes 
considerable space this morning in 
elucidating the point on which the de- 
cision was rendered 


At the time the case was called yes- 


terday morning the court asked tha 
district attorney if be was ready. He 
answered that he was. The same ques- 
tion was propounded to the defense. 
Attorney Woodburn stated that he 
was ready, bat before proceeding, he 
desired to bring a matter before the 
court. 


He had an objection to the indict- 


ment, sufficient in law, whiah could be 
raised at any time. 


Counsel stated that in an indictment 


for prson, under both State and United 
States law, it's necessary to allege the 
ownership of the property alleged to 
have been burned, setting forth the 
real name of the person. 


Counsel contended that this was not 


done in the indictment, it being; alleged 
that the building burned was the prop- 
erty of the estate of Samnel Bowman, 
deceased. 


The point taken was that the name 


ef the person, swning tha property in 
question was not set forth in the in- 
dictment. 


Tbe oonrt at 1 p. m. stated that n 


motion to set aside an indictment 
coald 
only 
be 
made 
opon 
the 


grounds— 


First—That the indictment was not 


foaod indorsed and presented as pre- 
scribed in the aot governing criminal 
procedure. 


Second—That the names of the wit- 


nesses examined, or whoae depoaitione 
are read before the grand jury, were 
not inserted at the foot of the indict- 
ment or engrossed thereon. 


Third—That a person, other than 


those whom the statute per mite, were 
present daring the session of the grand 
jury, while the charge embraced In tbo 
indictment was under consideration. 


The court further stated that the 


method piovided by law for the raising 
of that point was by demurrer upon 
the gronnd that the indictment did not 
st^te facts sufficient to constitute a 
public offense, and that if counsel for 
the defendant desired at that time to 
move the ooart to allow them to with- 
draw the plea of not guilty, and intsr- 
poie a demurrer to the indictment, 
the court would consider the motion. 


Counsel Copeland moved the court 


that he be allowed to tnke the qbove- 
mentioned course. 


The motion was granted, the plea 


withdrawn and the demurrer inter- 
posed. 


The court held that the portion of 


the indictment whieh charges that tbe 
property alleged to have been burned 
to be the property of the Samuel Bow- 
man estate was simply an allegation 
that the property alleged to have been 
burned was the property of the prop- 
ftty of which Samuel Bowman died
